It is well known that the Greek and Roman 
physicians compounded their medicines them- 
s+ ives, and that these consisied chiefly mn prepa- 
ratwos of sumples; bet there is reason to sup- 
pose, that the collection and sale of medicinal 
plants was, ata very early period, considered as 
adisunet occupation. The same herbs were, 
besides, often employed for the various purposes 
of cuhwary use; some m the vomporr ion of cos- 
metics and omtments ; others in the formation of 
painters’ colours and dye-stutis, and the general 
service of the arts and manufactures; and being, 


necessarily, retailed by persons who were not 
medical practioners. We find, indeed, that this 
trade was se extensive as to require Hts eps di- 
vided into separate branches, and that the ¢. al- 
ers in each were distingwished by diferent ap- 
polite Of these, the pi ii seer to 
have divpensed coemetics aed d the use 
of mon; while those herbs that were employed 
in the diseases of cattle wereoaly to be obtoined 
from the seplasiarti ; and the pLarmucopol@ an 
mothermentara appear to have sold medeines 
alroady compounded, which, from thes 
im which they are mentioned, were pro 
viewed as mere bostrums. The business of 
dealers bore, thérefore, but a slight resemblance 
w the médern apothecary ; and as every kind of 
warehouse or shop was denoqunated ap thect, 
so the proprietor, whatever might be his aveca- 
ion, was called apotnecarmus. We thereiore er- 
roneously refer these terms, when they occur 
f ancient avtbors, to the prefessron of an apuib- 
ecary ; aod, eveo in the thirteenth and fonricentl:

conserves for the table, were camed apotneca- 
tes.
